On Monday and yesterday we 
published the first two articles o£ 
)|/a series of six by Edwin Shanke of 
' the Associated Press discussing 
how the average Englishman is 
affected by the Labor government's 
nationalization of industry. 


The first article reported that 
Britishers find electricity, coal and 
gas arc more expensive under gov- 
ernment ownership than when priv- 
ately owned. 


In the second article—yesterday 


— Mr. Shanke discussed the Labor 
government's unhappy 
discovery 
that its nationalized rail system is 


4gi losing millions of dollars a year and 
going still deeper in the red. 


I presume a privately 
owned 
newspaper — for all American 
newspapers are privately owned—- 
might bo suspected of having these 
facts dug up and then publishing 
them as propaganda matter fav- 
orable to the free enterprise sys- 
tem. 


Do you know any good reason 
why I should deny the charge? 
.'..And, strictly speaking, 
is 
it 


f right to call anything 
"propa- 
ganda" that reports true facts on 
matters that concern every man, 
woman and child in the nation — 
matters such as the cost of light 
and fuel and transportation? 


Follow me for a moment while I 


give you a little explanation of the 
historical position that the British 
Laborites and all other extreme 
Socialists asume when they argue 
that government ownership 
and 
operation of all human activities is 
good for the people — and, in fact, 
is what the people want. 
f!" Absolute Socialism isn't new — 
actually it's the oldest form of gov- 
ernment known to men. In ancient 
days there was a king with absolute 
power. He owned all property, and 
controlled his subjects' every move. 
Socialism for the moment may be 


popular, but that doesn't mean the 
people aren't making a mistake. 
Kings didn't come to power of their 
own accord. They were elevated to 
tyranny by a worshipping public— 
swept away by enthusiasm for a 
great warrior, or a good and just 


*•> man . . . who later was succeeded 
" by ^worthless descendant "kings." 
In all things we reach final judg- 


ment on the basis of what time dis- 
closes. 


Time turned thumbs down on the 
proposition that the centralization 
of all ownership and control, in 
government, would bring greater 
prosperity and happiness to 
the 
people. It was turned down as an 
experiment under 
kings — and 
there's no reason to believe the 
eventual result will be any different 
when you substitute the so-called 
flf "people's choice" of a Labor gov- 


' ernment for the word "king." 


The disclosure that the cost of 
living which Britain's Labor gov- 
ernment was expected to reduce is 
being raised rather than lowered 
is direct evidence that political log- 
ic travels in a circle. 


It starts with absolute power un- 
der a king — and then comes back 
to the point of beginning . . .under 
an asumed name.

Missouri Pacific railroad has or- 
dered 77 new 
diesel locomotive 
units costing more than $11,000,000 
—the largest single order for die-

The purchase will increase 
Ihe 
road's diesel fleet to 274, enab- 
ling the line to diesclize its White 
river and northern Kansas divi- 
sions and a large part of the south- 
ern Kansas division.

Announcement of the plans was 
made by P. J. Neff, the road's 
chief executive officer.

Ammunition Seized, 3 Held 
for Questioning in Daring 
Million Dollar Robbery 


Boston, Jan. 19 — ypj — Police 


seized 1,000 rounds of ammunition 
and picked up three men for ques- 
tioning on an ex-convict's telephone 
tip that funds stolen in Boston's 
million dollar robbery had been 
cached in a house near the scene 
of the holdup. 


Police raided the empty house in 


the north end shortly after Police 
Captain John D. Ahearn received 
the telephone call from Newark, 
N. J., from a man who identified 
himself as the driver of the escape 
car used in the robbery. 


They found the four boxes of am- 


munition and a .38 calilbre revolv- 
er in the house 
the 
same type 


weapon used by the gunmen in the 
holdup. 


The three men — all ex-convicts 


— were taken for questioning on 
the tip which Ahearn said came 
from Jackie 
Horrigan. 
Horrigan 
was picked up by Newark police. 
Ahearn said he doubted Horri- 
gan's story, but added 
that 
he 
wasn't "passing up anything." 


He said some of the information 
given by the tipster "checked with 
certain angles of the robbery and 
some didn't." He could have got 
a lot of it from the newspapers, 
the police captain said. 


Ahearn quoted Horrigan as say- 


ing in 
the collect 
call from Ne- 
wark that eight men participated 
in the robbery. Two were with him 
in Newark, he said, and the other 
five were in Boston. 


The police captain said the man 
named all those he claimed took 
part in the holdup of the vault of 
an armed car company. 


The man said that the holdup had 
been planned for seven months and 
that a pass key taken from an im- 
pression of one held by a former 
employe was used to open doors 
in the big 
garage 
housing the 
vaults. 


Newark police arrested Horrigan 
in a tavern shortly alter he hiid put 
in the collect call to Ahearn. 


He was held in Newark pending 
arrival of FBI agents to question 
him. 
He refused to give any de 


tails to Newark police except say- 
ing he was involved in the rob- 
bery. 


Newark police doubted thu man 


had any connection with the hold- 
up but they said "we can't afford 
to take 
chances 
in a thing like 
this." 


Three other former convicts also 
arc held for questioning in 
the 
case. 


Police Superintendent Edward W. 
Fallon frankly admitted topnotch 
mvestigators directing the multi- 
pronged pi-obe lacked a single def- 
inite lead after running down scores 
of phony tips.

Washington, Jan. Jan. 19 —(UP) 
—The campaign to drive FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Joover from of- 
fice begins in earnest today under 
auspices of an organization of law- 
yers officially tabbed as a Com- 
munist front. 


The National Lawyers guild has 
jailed a press conference here at 
2 p. in. EST. It is understood the 
guild will make public then a de- 
mand to President Truman for an 
investigation of the FBI. 


The guild seeks to shake public 


sonfidence in the G-men. But the 
long-haul objective is to get Hoov- 
er out of there. 


A demand that congress investi- 
gate the "truth or falsity" of the 
charges against

Oleo Tax Repeal 
Victory for 
Southerners 


Washington, Jan. 19 — (IP) — A 
smashing senate vote of 56 to 16 
H-ought almost to a complete end 
today the long fight to repeal fed- 
eral taxes on oleomargarine. 


Nothing remains now except to 


idjust quite similar senate 
and 
louse bills and for President Tru- 
man to sign the final repeal ver- 
sion into law. 


Dairy state, Senators lost 
one 


point after another in their sen- 
ate battle to protect butter from 
what they called unfair competition 
by an imitation. 


It was a victory for 
southern 
enators and others who said a 
wholesome food has too long been 
unjustly taxed, and 
that 
house- 


wives shpuld have easy access to 
the cheaper table spread. 
, The net result of the senate vot- 
ing, which wound up with the 56- 
16 decision for repeal last night, 
Is: 


An end, effective July 1, to the 
tax of 10 cents a pound on yellow 
oleomargarine and of one-quarter 
cent a pound on 
the 
uncolored 
variety. Federal taxes on retail- 
ers, wholesalers 
and 
manufac- 
turers, ranging from $6 to $600 a 
year, also would be wiped out. 
To prevent the passing off of 
oleomargarine 
as butter, 
publiV 
eating places serving 
oleomarga- 
rine would have to so inform their 
customers by posters, and by la- 
beling or serving it in a triangular 
shape. Also retail packages of yel- 
low margarine would have to be 
in a triangular shape. 


Passage of the oleomargarine tax 
repealer delayed, but did not stop, 
a drive for a multi-million dollar 
slash in excise taxes generally. 
As soon as the vote was taken, 
the senate voted to take up next a 
house-passed measure to amend 
the Hatch "clean politics" act, 
It would permit the civil service 
commission to impose lesser pen- 
alties than dismissal on 
federal 
employes who engage in political 
activities in violation of the Hatch 
act. 


Senator Cain (R-Wash) moved to 
set aside that bill and take up in- 
stead a bill that would cut excise 
.:axes back to 1942 levels on such 
items as jewelry, furs, 1 u g g age, 
cosmetics, admissions, transporta- 
tion tickets rand telephone bills.

North Pole factory but flew to Chi- 
cago and developed a southern ac- 
cent. 


Unseen behind the small stage is 


the puppet manipulator Burr Till- 
strom, a 32-year-old genius of fan- 
tasy. So far he has sung and talked 
for eight puppet characters. 
He 
expects

he 
doesn't run out of voices. 
Through his puppets he and Fran 
have created a make-believe world 
of their 
own 
a world of gentle 


humor and small 
predicaments. 
Most of the troubles 
come from 


Ollie's wild 
spendthrift 
gestures 
and his mad courtship of Clara 
Coo Coo. Fran and Kukla usually 
manage to bail him put. 
Ollie doesn't mind if the others 


kid him because he can't breathe 
flame through his nostrils. He ex- 
plains his family fire was put out 
when his d r a g o n 
grandfather 
swam the Hellespont, 
But the thing that puts the pro- 
gram across is 
the 
way Fran 
treats the puppets as real people. 
They come alive. 
I talked to her the other day 
during her recent trip to New

from Chicago — and found that to 
her Kukla, Ollle and the 
others 
are really people. She never talks 
of them as puppets and never 
goes backstage. She doesn't like to 
see them hanging lifeless from a 
hook. 
"I couldn't work with them If I 
didn't feel that way" she said. 
Puppets, like people, wear out. 
Whenever Tillstrom has to build 
a new Kukla — Russian for "doll" 
—or Ollie she is nervous for a few 
performances. 
"It's hard for me to get used 
to a new character," 
she 
said, 
Tm sensitive to the change. We. 
have so much fun together I hate 
to think we can't go on always, t 
know that may sound silly 
but 
that's how it is." 
Fran has a curious small girl 
quality — like the girl you loved 
and lost in grammer school^-that 
gives her a nostalgic appeal. This 
actually stirs jealousy to some 
adult men television fans when she 
sings a love song to Kukla, who 
says she's his girl. 
Most of the mail is from grown- 
ups and it reached a peak of 11,- 
000 letters last Dec. 19. Many fans 
send the puppets gifts. When Ol- 
lie complained because Kukla re- 
ceived a knitted nose warmer a 
fan mailed him a new false set of 
dragon teeth.

A Chinese nationalist is slated to 
preside over a closed door meet- 
ing of the Big Six atomic group 
at Lake Success. Russia is bound 
to register objection. 
The Soviet bloc may also take a 


walk from the trusteeship council 
stur'ving the Jerusalem 
problem 
in Geneva. 
Western a m b a s s a d ors ap- 


proached Deputy Soviet F o reign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko in Mos- 
cow last night in an attempt 
to 
iron out differences over an Aus- 
trian independence treaty. 
East- 
West differences have bogged down 
a decision on the treaty for three 
years. This was the first direct ap- 
proach to the Kremlin by the west 
since the moves to end the Berlin 
blockade. 


The Russians have refused 
to 


continue discussions until Austria 
pays for Soviet supplies sent dur- 
ing the early days of the occupa- 
tion. The Western powers — the 
United States, Britain, and France 
— say this is only a Russian ex- 
cuse to stall the treaty. 
In London today, the British for- 
eign office said Russia gave an 
"unsatisfactory and disappointing" 
reply to the ambassadors' 
ap- 
proach. 


"Mr. Gromyko could give none 


of the assurances asked by 
the 


three ambassadors", 
the British 
foreign office spokesman said. 
Deputy foreign ministers of the 
four powers are expected to meet 
again in London tomorrow to dis- 
cuss the treaty.
